A CHARMING glimpse at 
the quaint customs ot 
Korea was aftordtd ,.thc 
people of Toronto durjn^ 
the three days that Colonel 
and M«.

To attend these meetings was in- 
■ deed an edueatton to ihe average 
man or woman, for however much 
one may have read about the Orient; 
it is not until you actually come in 
contact with its people that you be- 
gin to realize how true U is that one, 
half of the world does not know 
how the other half lives. 
. East and West. 

The various addresses of Colonel 
and Mrs. Hoggard were "eye- 
openers" in this respect. 

"Mostly everything '" Korea is 
just the opposite of what it is m 
Westcm'lands" stated the Colonel. 
Probably most of the people present 
had heard that such was the case 
and had accepted it as true in a gcn- 
. cral way, but they were really aston- 
ished when the Colonel went into 
particulars. "The Koreans." he sanl. 
"when they attend a meeting, leave 
their boots outside the door and 
keep their hats on. Instead of sleep- 
ing in bods with Jots of blankets lo 
keep them warm, they heat the floor 
and lie on it. Chairs are unknown, 
and SO they sit on the floor to cat. 
,The windows are made of paper, 
end they also have paper umbrellas. 
,Their books all begin at the hack, 
and, instead of reading from left to 
./ rieht, they read up and down. To 
'wish anybody good night is equiva- 
lent to inviting them to accompany 
you. Men and women arc not al- 
lowed to mingle in public, and when 
a woman goes on the street she is 
so closely veiled that only one ej;c is 
■visible. There are no clocks, so-it is 
no use announcing a meeting for a 
certain hour, for the people do not 
know time as divided in the West. 
They regulate their lives by sunrise 
*and sunset. They arc fond of en- 
tiimberfl, but eat the skin only and 
';throw away the parts we would eat.

By 
(be third day our converts had in- 
creased 10 one hundred, and thai 
was the bcEiniilllE of a glorions work 
ill Korea. Wi: nOw have 2,500 Sol- 
diers at about sixty Corps. 

"One vcr)' gratifying feature of 
Jhc work is the splendid devotion of 
the Local Oftiecrs, whom we iiavc 
trained to carry on the work m the 
villages. Our 'system is to pl^cc a 
Sergeant- Major in char(i': oi,n vil- 
lage Corps, a native Officer in eliarge 
of a number of lhe5e Corps, called 
a Section, and a European Officer in 
charge of several Sections, called a 
ncfiioii." 

To ^rrs. Hoggard fell the duty of 
introducing- the eight members of 
ihe Korean party. One by one they 
were called forward and presented 
to the audience. First came Cap- 
tain Yi Eui Choon, a young man 
who renders valued service as an 
interpreter. He speaks excellent 
English- Captain Whang Chang 
Yol was formerly a soldier of the 
Korean army. He does good ser- 
vice now by drilling the Cadets. 
Lieutenant Hor Kon was a medical 
student before he became a Salva-

"The War Cry" Again. 

Wanting to know more about 
Tjie Salvation Army, he bought a 
"War Cry," and saw there that a 
party was to go from Korea lo the 
Congress.

Hoggnrd to work in Korua, lie was 
a Confucianist before he met The 
Army, he said, and had an idea that 
Christ was a great Teacher, but only 
a human one, At the first Army 
meetinj]^ lie attended he bought a 
New Testament and rend it all 
'hrcugh ir. tv/o rriCnilis and a half, 

"There I found that Jesus was the 
only Siiviour of mankind," he said, 
"and that He came lu save the 
people who were in darkness and 
heathenism." 

This truth so took hold of him 
■ that he went to The Army Hall and 
gave hJs heart to God. 

A representation of how a Salva- 
tion Army service is conducted in 
Korea was a feature of several of 
the meetings. Mats were laid on 
the platform, on which the Koreans 
solemnly squatted down; the men 
on one side, women on the other. 
Mrs. Hog^ard explained that lU the 
real meetings' there was a partition 
between the two, as inen were not 
peniiiticd to look upon women. All 
sang a Song, then one prayed, and 
then the Bible was read, the grc;»t 
difference being that the congrega- 
tion do the reading in Korea and 
not titc leader of the meeting. 

In the Sunday morning meeting 
at the Temple Colonel Hoggard gave 
a stirnng nddre^s on henrt religion 
and four seekers knelt at the Mcrcv 
Peat.

At night Mrs. Hoggard spoke on 
Testis as the Son of Man and the 
Son o£ God, making a strong appeal 
to sinners to give their hearts to 
Him.

When' lie knelt, as a yoiitli at 1 1 
Army rcnilcnt-forni in Gov.iii, bLOi 
land, he acccjiccd Christ's Salvaiion, 
mid all that it involved— [he renun- 
ciation of sin .ind worldlincss, and 
ihe readiness lor service and f.ieri~ 
ficc, God and His enusc was his 
great passion. 

So far as The Salvation Army is 
concerned, it is only on such a bed- 
rock- foundation ns tliis that a suc- 
cessful career Can be bliilt. 

Upon tiiis auhstaniial base JhIRIcs 
Hay has raised a superstructure of 
personal development that is a 
credit to himself and of great Service 
to The Army. 

An Early Riser. 

When the Australian Commis- 
sioner was a rield Officer he resolv- 
ed that none of his Soldiers should 
be dt niJin. cAilitr ijtciii Kc, so I'lr 
years he rose at 5.30 a.m. in the sum- 
mer and 6 a.m. in the winter — these 
long mornings were devoted tn read- 
ing, and the acquiring of a know- 
ledge of the theory of music, and, 
skill upon instruments. He can, or 
could, play well on nearly all brass 
instrumciils, and for many years 
was known as "the concertina man." 
In these matutinal studies he also 
learned shorthand awd acquired a 
knowledge of foreign languai^cs.

Nevertheless, Commissioner Janies 
Hay ifi a well-informed man, When 
he wentto Australia he employed 
his time in reading the State records 
so that by the time he entered Syd- 
ney Harbour he had a comprehen- 
sive grip on the records of national 
life, the legislative system with re- 
spect to sociological conditions, the 
resources of the country, and its 
present conditions and past history 
This, supplemented by keen obscr- 
^atjpn, insatiable queationing, and 
copious note-taking, gave him, m 
two years, more detailed knowledge 
of the Comniand than most of his 
Staff i]4>sse»ed. all of whom are na-'

A Striking Career. 

He has been Ihc British Field Bcc- 
rctary and Principal of the Iiitcrna- 
linnal Training College, hut Com* 
misstoner Hay is no mere biisincss 
man and acndcmic lecturer.

The Army is already 
taking^ its -pl ace—nay, in some cases 
leading the way-^in preparing io 
receive the ma.rcbj,of those troubles 
of which we can "^already hear the 
not-vcry-dUiitant^fKmp, We are even 
now doinf something up and down 
the land, with fond, with Ehslttr, 
with work: and wc shall do inorc! 
What applies Id the United King- 
dom applies to the other lands. The 
women and the children, the weak 
and the defenceless, the hungry and 
the homeless and friendless, are' 
cver>where turning to us, and God 
Will not fail us of the means to do 
something for them, though at pre- 
sent our treasury is nearly empty, 
and our ordinary income at Head- 
quarters for such work has all but 
ceased 

But wc have a part to play in 
bringing^ home to the peoples at this 
time the claims of God upon the 
individual. Whatever the issue may 
be. there is no doubt but that the 
coming' weeks will. bring tidings oi 
sorrow for all the lands, and cspe- 
ci!\ll> for this land. The Angel of 
Death is always moving about 
amongst- ua; but the people will b^ 
more and more conscious than 
ordinarily of his presence. 

Let us come to them with the joy 
of {Jod's Salvation, with the power 
to deliver them from sin, Salva- 
tionists should go in aniJ. out as 
those who have heard voices from 
the oilier world, and' speak with 
kindness and patience to all. AnJ 
while wc moum with those who 
mo«rn, let us do it so as to cheer 
them ail we can. Hope and confi- 
dence and- fortituife may he more 
than Eionty to tbcin, and more than ■ 
'ioldiers or ships or guns to the 
nation.
